Rather Wordy 
The 17-page document, drawn

serve as the faculty’s represen 
tative agency to “discharge ...

“The Senate shall consist of.

Two Committees 

Provisions are made for two 
permanent committees and four 
permanent councils, 

The Executive Committee, 
made up of the Vice-President 


and the chairmen of the four 
councils, is to prepare the 
agenda for Senate meetings, 
prepare and monitor the budget 
of the Senate, and decide ques- 
tions of eligibility for service 
on. the Senate and for the privi- 
lege of voting. 

The Committee on Commit-_ 
tees, made up of five elected 
members, is responsible for 
establishing the jurisdiction 
and the size of all committees 
responsible to the councils .. 
and. for nominating persons 
to these committees. 

| More Councils 

The Council on: Faculty Per- 
sonnel and Welfare will study 
factors pertaining to faculty 
working conditions; academic 
privilege, responsibility, free- 
dom and tenure; teaching: loads; 
professional growth; sabbaticals 
and prievance procedures. 

The Council on Academic 


and Curricular Affairs will. - 


study factors’ affecting the 
academic life of the Univer. 
sity and all connected factors, 

The Council on Resources and 
Direction will study issues con- 
nected with the future growth 
and development of the Univer- 
sity. 

The constitution provides 
for the preparation of a bud- 
get request for funds neces- 
sary to accomplish the activi- 
ties of the Senate. 

The budget requests are to be 
transmitted to the chief execu- 
tive officer of the University.
